The Fair Housing Act 
prohibits gender segregation, but Title 9 
specifically allows higher education institu- 
tions to segregate students by gender in both 
on and off-campus student housing. 

Title 9 is significant since the ACLU says

Provo will be home to the largest 
mall in Utah, Mayor George Stewart 


and developer John Price announced’ 


in a press conference Tuesday. 

“Provo has not been the premier 
retail center of the area, but now we 
could be,” Stewart said. 

The complex will have more than 
125 stores and will include a year- 
round outdoor recreation facility, a 
cinema complex, the Provo Olympic 
Ice Sheet and a Provo Police 
Department substation. 

The two-story mall, located between 
University Avenue and I-15 at about 
1500 South, will cover one million 
square feet and will cost more than 
$100 million. 

Construction will begin in about six 
months, and the mall will open in the 
fall of 1997. 

Price announced that Arkansas- 
based Dillard’s, which has 232 stores 
in 20 states, will build a 200,000 
square foot anchor store in the mall. It 
will be the third Dillard’s store in 
Utah. ; 

There will be room for up to five 
other anchors in the mall. Provo has 


‘invited Sears to locate its downtown 


store to the new mall. 


If Sears relocates, Provo may pur- 
chase the vacated property to build a 


hotel and performing ans center. 
Developers are also negotiating with 


Princeton, N.J.-based polling prgani- 
zation.

Israel, Palestine unite, but violence goes on 


JERUSALEM — Arab and Israeli peacemakers’ planned show of unity is 
designed to dispel fears that extremist violence has killed the peace process. 
They may bolster sagging images at home, but their ability to stop the blood- 


shed is in doubt. 


Israel, Egypt, Jordan and the PLO seek to rescue the negotiations from the 
devastation caused by Islamic militants, whose suicide attacks have shattered 
belief in coexistence between Israelis and the Palestinians. 

The summit in Cairo on Thursday will also bolster Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak’s position as the pivotal leader in the coalition. He will be called on to 
try'and push forward the stalled négotiations between Israel and Syria. 

The peacemakers, however, do not control the triggers on the car bombs, and 
their ability to limit the violence is open to question. They hope mostly to revi- 
talize the image of the process and inject some momentum. 

For Israelis, the peace agreement is a disappointment because it has failed to 


deliver personal security. 


For Palestinians, making peace has not realized dreams for a better economy, 


more jobs and independence.

The form carries the 
weight of a judicial order and aids in 
securing a child support order. - 

The Voluntary Declaration form has 
also permitted the Utah Office of 
Recovery Services to establish the 
paternity of 306 children throughout 
the state, for whom it is seeking child- 
support enforcement action. 

Greg Dunn, manager of the paterni- 
ty unit of the Office of Recovery 
Services in Provo, said establishing a 
paternity relationship entitles children 
to benefits such as Social Security, 
insurance and inheritance, as well as 
giving the child access to the father’s 
medical history. However, he said the 
most important benefit to the child is 
the stable environment, both econom- 
ically and emotionally, that can result 
from the paternal relationship. 

“A lot of those couples who go 
through this process work harder to 
establish a stable environment for the 


child,” Dunn said. “We find that when 
we get these cases established and we 
establish a payment relationship with 
the obligers, there ends up being more 
of a consistency in the payment 
process and they seem to accept that 
as part of the process.” 

Dunn said during the past three 
months his office, along with local 
hospitals, birthing centers and the 
Utah County Health Department, has 
used the Voluntary Declaration form 
to establish 101 paternity relation- 
ships for children in Utah County 

“Although illegitimacy is linked as a 
cause of many societal problems, 
there is hope,” said Emma Chacon, 
director of the Utah Office of 
Recovery Services, in a news release. 
“Establishing paternity is a positive 
step toward strengthening a child’s 
sense of identity and self-esteem and 
to help cement the father’s relation- 
ship with the child.”

[= recent proposal by President Clinton and Congress to increase the 


smoke-and-mirrors attempt to make people think they are better off. 
‘ Lawmakers are courting America’s lower-middle class and poor because 
they know this segment of society holds an important key to the 1996 elec- 
tions. Since the 104th Congress has convened, proposals ranging from tax 
cuts to increased wages have been floated around. 
' Legislators promise the middle and lower classes a better life without hav- 
ing to sacrifice in hopes of being re-elected. 
‘ Proponents of a higher minimum wage in Utah cite the lower-than-average 
wages the state offers as a valid reason for increased wages. They contend 
that workers in Utah, especially Utah Valley, deserve higher wages to com- 
pete with other areas of the country and to ensure unskilled workers will be 
better off by giving them more money — in economic speak, more buying 
power. It doesn’t matter that the cost of living varies widely from region to 
region, they erroneously claim, the minimum wage should be equal. 
However, raising the minimum wage does not make economic sense, espe- 
cially for the purpose of increasing buying power. If Utah businesses are 
suddenly required to raise their minimum salaries by an extra dollar, it 
makes sense that the businesses won’t just eat the difference in profits; they 


will raise prices to offset those losses. 


_ So even though the workers will be getting more money, the prices of 
goods and services will increase by the same proportion. The net result is 


higher prices, which fuels inflation. 


' It.is also basic economic fact that increasing the minimum wage decreases 
jobs. If employers are forced to pay a higher minimum wage, they will cut 
back on the number of workers they have to pay to offset the cost increase. 
As a result, less jobs are available, higher prices are passed on to everyone 


and no one is better off. 


‘These basic economic facts are taught in the most basic economics courses. 
But most politicians ignore these simple rules to pander to some of their con- 


stituents. 


' A $1 minimum wage increase makes a great 30-second sound byte; it’s 
something that will show the folks back home how much politicians are 
doing for them. Never mind that it won’t have any net effect on their buying 


power. 


We encourage Utah’s senators and representatives to educate their con- 
stituents on the real effects of minimum wage. They should recognize the 
intelligence of the electorate and do what is best for the state — not just 
something that sounds good on television. 

They should explore ways of helping the middle and lower classes increase 
earnings through promoting education and innovation. They should work 
toward increasing jobs in Utah by appealing to potential companies that are 


looking to relocate.

visit to BYU. Il attended both presentations he 
made and found them to be highly enlighten- 
ing and helpful. I was disappointed with the 
headline selected for the article, however: 
“Tuesday lecture on homosexuality ques- 
tioned by students and faculty” represents 
only a handful of those in attendance. 

Unfortunately that headline leaves readers 
who did not attend with the impression that all 
in attendance did not agree with Dr. Nicolosi. 
I have read Dr. Nicolosi’s books and found 
them very helpful in counseling those who 
desire to change sexual orientation. There 
were many others who were hearing Dr. 
Nicolosi for the first time who found his theo- 
ry and practice to be very enlightening. From 
the applause and response overall of the 
group, it is our impression that the majority 
supported Dr. Nicolosi. 

What some disagreed with was the meaning 
of research relative to a possible genetic com- 
ponent to homosexuality. It is also unfortu- 
nate that the article quotes only some of the 
most negative, outspoken people in atten- 
dance. One individual quoted criticized Dr. 
Nicolosi for supposedly being dishonest “with 
research and data he didn’t agree ‘with.” The 
research referred to was a study by Dean 
Hamer, et al, which some use to suggest that 
there is a possible genetic link to homosexual- 
ity on the X chromosome. The Hamer study, 
has several flaws in supporting this notion: (1) 
Hamer did not check the X chromosome of 
the heterosexual brothers of the homosexual 
males in the study for concordance, (2) the 
study did not show that the 33 pairs of broth- 
ers had anything in common as a group except 
sexual orientation; the concordance that was 
reported was within pairs and not across pairs 
(meaning that both brothers of the 33 pairs 
matched each other in the areas compared, but 
there was no comparison to other pairs in the 
study), (3) the study suggests that a particular 
genetic sequence predisposing to homosexual- 
ity might be located on the X chromosome, 
but no such sequence was actually detected in 
the study. 

Even if there is a gene found to be associat- 
ed with homosexuality, we still would not 
know how those genes act (for example, they 
might influence temperament instead of sexu- 
al desire). Obviously, there is a need for much 
more quality research before anything can be 
proven. In the meantime, it doesn’t help for 
the rest of us to misunderstand and misrepre- 
sent the existing research or to discount what 
Dr. Nicolosi has to say because he has not yet 
jumped onto the genetic bandwagon. 

One student quoted in the article accuses 
Dr. Nicolosi of “offering a quick and easy 
solution to a very complex problem.” Dr. 
Nicolosi would be the first to say that there is 
nothing easy about changing sexual prefer- 
ence. However, he has developed a replicable 
treatment model that works, for which he

PBS, arts worth money

Recent changes in the leadership of 
Congress have brought widespread talk of 
eliminating federal funding for the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting, the 
National Endowment for the Arts, and the 
National Endowment for the Humanities. We 


_are writhing to defend these institutions and 


solicit help for their survival. 

By cutting funding for the CPB, Congress 
would threaten the survival of educational 
programs such as “Sesame Street,” “Mr. 
Rogers’ Neighborhood,” and “Carmen San 
diego.” It would also threaten radio program- 
ming such as NPR’s “Morning Edition” and 
“All Things Considered.” By Abolishing the 
NEA and NEH, as the Speaker of the: House 
has suggested, Congress would effectively sti- 
fle the progress and teaching of the arts in 
America. 

Were the funding of the arts a major strain 
on the federal budget, we could understand 
cutbacks. But currently, annual federal fund- 
ing of the CPB amounts to $286 million, less 
than what it takes to: produce a few 
Schwarzenegger movies. The NEH and NEA 
each receive less than $180 million. With 
government waste reaching into the tens of 
billions of dollars in other areas, this seems a. 
classic case of legislators straining at a gnat 
and swallowing a camel. 

Critics of the CPB, NEA, and NEH argue 
that these foundations cater strictly to elitist 
groups. But since when does programming 
that tends to emphasize public education and 
tolerance for minority groups qualify as elit- 


ist? If anything, PBS and other federally , 
funded programs emphasize social equality © 


rather than the privileging of one particular

Johnson said he didn’t mind the job 
much ‘because he made follow-up 
calls to people who had already 
shown interest. 

“If they were really interested, they 
would call us themselves, but some 
people buy anyway,” Johnson said. 

“T love being in telemarketing. The 
money is great, it’s an easy job, it’s 
only four hours a day, and I enjoy it,” 
said John Reese, a freshman with a 
double major in international business 
and computer design and is also pro- 
ducing a CD of original music. 

Reese works for Olan Mills and said 
that it takes a particular type of person 
to be able to do well in sales. The per- 
son needs to talk quickly but clearly, 
use inflection in your voice and be 
excited about the product that you are 
selling. 

“Women are a lot easier to bargain 
with than men. Ninety-five percent of 
my sales are to women,” Reese said. 

Jennifer Glassford, a freshman 
majoring in family science, quit her 
telemarketing job after only four days 
because she felt so fake. 

“T didn’t like bugging people all of 
the time and you get rejected over and 
over and over. It just wasn’t for me,” 
Glassford said. 

“We get a lot of rude people, but I 
blow it off because it’s part of my job 
and if I don’t, I'll get fired,” Neilson 
said. “No thank you, or at least a 
polite rejection would be nice, but 
we're all dreaming.” 

Johnson said when he talked to rude 
customers, he would hang up on 
them.

If telemarketers are just doing their 
job, then why are they often poorly 
treated? 

Alice Christiansen, a speech pathol- 
ogy graduate, said, “It’s because they 
(telemarketers) gear at psychological- 
ly wearing you down, appealing to the 
wrong set of ethics.” 

“They nag you and won't let you off 
the phone,” said Alicia Andersen, a 
junior in pre-physical therapy. “They 
are annoying and don’t understand no. 
No means no means no!” 

Christy Robbins, a junior majoring 
in fashion design, said she gets a lot 
of calls, from telemarketers because 
the apartment bills are in her name. 

“T think phone sales are annoying. I 
never buy anything over the phone,” 
Robbins said. 

She said she would be more likely to 
buy through the mail because she 
would able to do it on her own time. 

“T wouldn’t have to make a rushed 
décision if it was through the mail,” 
Robbins said. 

Royal Photography, a portrait studio 
located in Orem, uses telemarketing 
to bring in customers. They offer spe- 
cial deals to entice people to come in 
and try out their services. 

Stacy Mayne, a junior majoring in 
public relations decided to try Royal 
Photography’s offer. The telemarketer 
told her that if she answered a trivia 
question correctly, she would recieve 
a free 8X10 portrait. This price, how- 
ever, did not include a sitting fee. 

“Tt sounded like a good deal, so I 
took it. Once I had the pictures taken, 
I was pleased with the quality but I 
know that I could have gotten a better 
deal elsewhere,’ Mayne said.

Ireland’s past 
compared with 
U.S. revolution

Ireland never became the indepen- 
dent nation that America is. 

Neil York, professor of history and 
coordinator of the American Studies 
Program at BYU, spoke on why “the 
people of America and Ireland talked 
about the same natural rights, but 
acted differently” at an International 
Forum sponsored by the David M. 
Kennedy Center for International 
Studies. 

“Ideas can be important and have 

tremendous power,” York said, “but 
these ideas never took action in 
Ireland.” 
.. The difference between American 
and Irish revolutionaries can be attrib- 
uted to three factors, York said. These 
are proximity, necessity and sympa- 
thy. 


extremely concerned with Ireland 
because it worried about its national 
security. Ireland was close enough to 
Great Britain that it could pose a 
threat if controlled by an enemy. 

‘Proximity was not a factor in 
Britain’s relationship with the 
Amefican colonies. Great Britain 
Knew it could control America 
through the use of trade, York said. 

‘ “Necessity kept Ireland from open 
rebellion against Britain,” York said. 
Ireland was so worried about its inter- 
nal conflicts that the Irish people 
believed the solution to national prob- 
lems would be closer ties to London, 
he said. 

With constant bickering within the 
country, and an absence of a major 
army or navy, Ireland turned to its 
own problems by seeking outside help 
from Britain rather than rebelling 


against the force they believed would - 


hold them together, York said. 

“Treland and Great Britain had con- 
stant contact with each other,’ York 
said. “They married each other and 
the Irish went on vacation to 
London.” 


‘All the barristers in Ireland trained — 


in London,” York said. “American 
lawyers started the revolution.” It was 
impossible for the Irish barristers to 
take a similar stand, he said.

Utah controls Denver 
en route to 129-8& win

SALT LAKE CITY — John 
Stockton kept his promise to break 
Magic Johnson’s all-time NBA assist 
record at home when he tallied his 
11th assist late in the second quarter 
of the Jazz’s game against the Denver 
Nuggets Wednesday night at the Delta 
Center. 

Appropriately, Karl Malone was the 
player to give Stockton his 9,922nd 
assist when he hit a fall-away baseline 
jumpshot. 

Stockton now sits atop the NBA’s 
all-time assist leaders list, having sur- 
passed Magic Johnson’s 9,921. Oscar 
Robertson is third on the all-time list 
with 9,887. 

Admittedly embarrassed over the 
media attention he has received over 
the past week due to the record, 
Stockton said he is glad to have the 
record behind him. 

“It feels great to have it over with. It 

ended up being much more fun that I 
expected. It was great play and the 
crowd was with us, so it made for an 
enjoyable night,” Stockton said. 

Although it only seemed fitting that 
Malone would be on the receiving end 
of the record-setting assist, Malone 
would have never been on the floor to 
receive it if it wasn’t for the urgings 
of the crowd. 

At the time Tom Chambers hit a 16- 
foot jumpshot to tie Johnson’s record 
for Stockton, Malone was still on the ~ 
bench. The crowd began to call for 
Malone until coach Jerry Sloan finally 
answered. 

“T’ve never seen the fans act like 
they did. They were putting a lot of 
pressure on coach Sloan to put me 
back in the game,” Malone said. “I 
didn’t want to take a weird shot, but 
when the fans reacted like they did 
and the coach looked at me like he 
did, I think I was suppose to take the 
shot.” 

After the game, Stockton said he 
was glad that Malone helped him set 
the record. 

“You never want to point to one guy 
and say, I hope it is him, but now at 
this point he has been responsible for 
so many of them it does seem fitting, 
and I’m glad it turned out that way,” 
Stockton said. 

After the Jazz easily defeated the 
Nuggets 129-88, they held a post- 
game ceremony for Stockton that 
included taped messages from Utah 
Senator Orrin Hatch, who also read a 
note from President Clinton, and 
Magic Johnson, who said Stockton 
was the greatest leader he had player 
against. 

Utah Governor Mike Leavitt 
declared Wednesday John Stockton 
Day and Salt Lake City Mayor Dee 
Dee Corradini presented Stockton 
with a key to the city and declared 
Thursday John Stockton Day. 

Also part of the ceremony was the 
unveiling of a ring of honor in the 
Delta Center, with the first banner 
hung in tribute to Stockton’s accom- 
plishment.
